NO WANTCUEE! 
“fo the Editor of the “Daily Press.” 
Sin,—I haye lately.seen in your otherwise vala- 
ale journal. several - paragraphs: deploring. the 
meagre patronage accorded to the troups of mu- 
sical artistes who appear to have made up their 
mind to-settle permancutly amongstus. With all 
deference to you, L submit that the matter is one 
which the organ of purely mereantile community 
canact properly take cognisance of, the whole ar- 
fair bring simply a inisadventure. . The artistes 
have brought: their goods te the wrong market, 
but hare nobody to blame but themselves, ‘The 
public of Hongkong did not invite them, and 
cannot consequently be called upon to support 
them.
